Co-operation Between the 
Government and’ Business 
Men, and Between Busi- 
ness Men and Employees 
Is Urged—Wilson’s Refer- | 
ence to the Latin-American 
Policy Cheered. 


Baltimore, September 25.—-President 
Wilson delivered a speech almost de- 
void of politics before the National 
Grain Dealers’ convention here today. 
Discussing ways in which American 
commerce can be expanded, he told an 
audience of 3,800 people that through 
the new tariff commission, the trade 
commission, the federal reserve act, the 
‘shipping bill andesimilar measures he 
expected business men in this country 
to open up a new era for the nation. 

“The purpose of legislation in the 
immediate future in this country,” Mr. 
Wilson declared, “is going to be to re- 
move all ingenious constructions and 
make it perfectly clear what the liber- 
ties as well as what the restrictions of 
trade are in this country.” 

Every effort was made by the presi- 
dent to keep the visit to Baltfnore non- 
partisan, ‘but when he entered the Lyric 
theater for his speech he was greetcd 
with a four-minute demonstration 
which kept him bowing again and 

_ again. A band playing Dixie and other} 
popular tunes Haded to the of the 
cheering and handclapping. The 
ter was packed with grain dealers from 
ali parts of the country, and their 
friends, and many Visitors were turned 
away. ‘The president spoke emphatic- 
ally and several exclamation points 
usualy missing in his addresses were 
fvuund in the official copy of his speech. 

Contempt for Partisan Action. 

Regret that politics might interfere” 
with the discussion of problems facing 
American business was expressed by 
the president at the outset. ,He de- 
clared he had “a supreme contempt for 
partisan action,” although belleving in 
“party action.” He urged that his 
audience divest,itself of “the conscious- 
ness that we are in the midst of a po- 
litical campaign.” 

Once the president, speaking of the 
nations of lLatin-America, said his 
“chief concern” had been to see that 
“nothing was done that did not show 
friendship and good faith on our part.” 
This statement was greeted by the 
most prolonged applause of the 
speech. 

Co-operation between the govérn- 
ment and business men, between dif- 
ferent business men, and between busi- 
ness men and their employees was 
urged as the only way in which the 
United States can meet the competi- 
tion of the world. ; 

“My dream,” he declared, “is that 
she will take her place in the great 
field in a new spirit which the world 
has never seen before; not the spirit 
of those who would exclude others, but 
in the spirit of those who would ex- 
cel others.” 

After saying that until the new 
banking and shipping laws were passed 
the hands of American business men 
were tied, the president discussed his 
ideals for the new tariff commission. 

“We have admitted,” he said, “that 
on the one side and on the other side 
we were talking theories and manag- 
ing policies without a sufficient knowl- 
edge of the facts upon which we were 
acting.” He added that he hoped he 
could find men for the commission who 
will “see the facts and state them, 
no matter whose opinion those facts 
contradict.”

Forms of advertisements for bids 
looking to the re-lease of the Western 
and Atlantic raflroad, extended or not 
as the case may be, were adopted by 
the W. & A. commission in executive 
session yesterday. They will be drafted 
in form for insertion in the newspapers 
by Chairman C. Murphey Candle- today. 

The bids will be for thirty years from 
December 27, 1919, the date of the ex- 
piration of the present lease, and also 
for a term ending October 12, 1966.

CONVENTION WILL 
AGT ON JUDGESHIP 


Friends Decide ‘to Present 

Judge Frank Harwell’s 
Name Today for Nomina- 
tion for Supreme Court. 


Macon, Ga. Sept 
At an informal conference tonight of 
delegates called by friends of Judge 
Frank Harwell, it was decided to pre- 
sent his name to the convention. te- 
morrow for the vacancy on the ,su- 
preme bench caused by the death of the 
late Justice Lumpkin. So the indica- 
tions are that Judge Harwell’s name 
will be put in nomination before. the 
convention to oppose Judge Price Gil- 
bert, who is now temporarily filling 
the vacancy by appointment of Gov- 
ernor Harris. 

This action, however, was taken 
only after a warm discussion and ‘by 
a close vote. About sixty delegates 
were present, many of them favoring 
Judge Gilbert. 

Guinn Opposes Action. 

R. J. Guinn, of Atlanta, took the poe- 
sition that it would be unwise to pre- 
cipitate a comtest in .the convention 
for a judicial position which had not 
been passed upon by the people. He 
believed that it would be better for the 
convention to take no action at all for 
this place, hut to leave the filling of 
the vacancy to the people at the reg=> 
ular election. 

He contended that the man who was 
to be nominated for governor, Mr..,Dor- 
sey, should at least be consulted, and 
as he was not in Macon tonight, that 
The va- 
cency had been filled temporarily in 
the manner provided by law and neither 
a caucus nor the convention, he said, 
should assume to make a nomination. 

W. E. Simmons, of Gwinnett, took 
the position that the people could not 
nominate for this place and that there 
was no way of ascertaining the voice 
of the people on the question, as no 
primary could be held between now 
and the time of the regular election. 

Mr. Guinn then contended that if any 
action was to be taken tonight a roll 
call of the counties should first be 
made to see how many were repre- 
sented and how many were unrepre- 
sented. He held that not half the 
counties of the state were represented 
at the caucus,asmany ofthe delegates 
from ‘the various counties had not yet 


reached the city. : 
Emmett Shaw, presiding as chair- 


man,, held that it was impracticable to 
call a roll of the counties, and he put 
the question as to whether or not 
Judge Harwell’s name should be pre- 
sented, and by a viva voce vote it 
was decided in the affirmative, though 
there was considerable opposition. 

The caucus then adjourned. 

It seems practically certain tonight 
that Judge HarwelFs name will be 
presented to fhe convention for this 
position, and that there will be @ con- 
test between Judge Harwell and Jus- 
tice Gilbert for the two-year vacancy 
on the supreme bench.

The town of Rancourt 
was captured and German positions 
were taken in the region of Fregicourt, 
between the Combles road to Boucha- 
vesnes and in the vicinity of the Canal 
du Nord. 
The communication says: 
“North of the Somme the battle was 
renewed Monday with violence alon 
the Anglo-French front. The Frenc 
infantry, assuming the offensive about 
noon, simulaneously attacked the Ger- 
man positions at Combles and Rancourt 
and defenses held by the enemy from 
the latter village as far as the Somme. 
‘Northeast of Combles we carried our 
lines to the outskirts of Fregicourt and 
captured all the strongly organized 
ground between that hamlet and Hiil 
148. The village of Rancourt also fell 
into our power. 
“East of the Bethune road we ex- 
tended our positions to a depth of about 
one kilometer from the Combles road to 
as far as Buchavesnes, carried by as- 
sault a hill northeast of that village 
and reached to the sowtheast of Hill 
130. Farther south we carried several} 
systems of trenches in the vicinity of 
the Canal du Nord from the Bethune 
road as far as the Somme. 
“The number of unwounded prisoners 
taken by us and counted up to the pres- 
ent exceeds 400.

The war office announced today tnat 
Italian troops had taken by storm an- 
other mountain top on the Trentin» 
front, inflicting heavy losses on the 
Austrians. The statement follows: 

“On the Trefitino front the enemy’s 
artillery was more active. Our batter- 
ies replied energetically. A few shelis 
fell on Ala, in the Lagarina valley, 
without causing any damage. 

“Our offensive in the region between 
the Amisic and the Vanci Cismon val- 
ley has gained for us a new and bDril- 
liant success. On Saturday afternoon 
our Alpine troops took the summit of 
Garinal, 1,886 feet high, on the north- 
east part of Monte auriol. The en- 
emy resisted stubbornly and left many 
dead on the field. We took several 
prisoners. Notwithstanding an imme- 
diate bombardment of the captured po- 
sition by heavy artillery, it was con- 
solidated strongly by us. 

“Our battereis continue to direct re- 
taliatory fire on the military statiois 
of Toblach and Silliam, as the enemy 
persists in shelling Corina d’Ampezze. 

“Last. night one of our airships, hav- 
ing eluded the enemy’s_ searchlights, 
dropped bombs on the railway stations 
of Dottégliano and Scappo, on the Car- 
so Plateau. The airship returned 
safely.” 


ITALIANS LOSE, 
AUSTRIANS SAY. 


Vienna, September 25.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Italian statement issued to- 
day says of operations against the 
Italians: 

“Italian Theater: The artillery ac- 
tivity of the enemy on the front of the 
coastal district was lively in some sec- 
tors during the afternoon. In the 
night an airship flew over our lines 
and dropped a few bombs in the region

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WORLD EXPORT RECORD 
FOR ThE UNITED STATES 


Figures Show That - Goods 
Sent Abroad in August Were 
Worth Over $500,000,000. 


‘Washington, September 25.—Ameri- 
can exports finally have passed the half 
billion dollar mark. Statistics issued 
today by the department of commerce 
show that goods sent abroad in Au- 
gust were valued at $510,000,000, a rec- 
ord not only for this country, but for 
the world. The total is $35,000,000 
above the previous high record, estab- 
lished in May, and $45,000,000 higher 
than the June figure. 

Imports decreased in August, the to- 
tal of $199,247,391 being $47,000,000 be- 
low that of June, the record month. It 
was greater, however, than the total 
for any previous August. Exports for 
the year ended with August aggregated 
os eo 000 and the ports $2 

0, both totals being far in ad- 
ames of those for any similar period. 

The favorable trade balance for Au- 

ust was $311,000,000, compared with 

119,000,000 in August a year ago, and 
a balance of $19,000,000 in August, 
1914, against the United States. For 
the twelve months ending August 31 
the export balance was $2,465,000,000, 
as against $1,363,000,000 in the ‘preced- 
ing year and $374, 000, 000 two years 
ago.

position north of Kreusograd, while 
the French northeast of Florina have 
penetrated the outskirts of Petorak. 
The British to the north of Lake Tahi- 
nos, on the eastern end of the battlo 
line, also report an advance, but Berlin 
Says that all their attacks were re- 
pulsed. 


RUMANIANS FIGHT 
IN TRANSYLVANIA. 


The Rumanians are still struggling 
for supremacy over the Teutonic allies 
in the Szurduk and Vulean passes of 
the Transylvanian Alps, but according 
to Berlin all their asttacks have been 
repulsed.

BULGARS DRIVEN ~ 
FROM STRONG WORK 
ON MACEDONIA LINE 


Paris, September 25.—(Via London.) 
Russian troops on the western end of 
the Madeconian frcenut took the offensive 
last night. The war office announced 
today that they had captured Hill 916, 
west of Florina, which had been forti- 
fied strongly by the Bulgarians. A 
Bulgarian counter attack was checked 
by French and Russian artillery and 
bayonets. 

French artillery fire caused an out- 
break of flames in Doiran and French 
troops made progress ,on their left 
wing. On the Broda _ river Serbian 
troops reached the frontier and French 
infantry made a slight advance to the 
north of Florina. 

The announcement concerning’ the 
Macedonian front reads as follows: 

“On the left bank of the River Stru- 
ma, British troops, continuing’ their 
raids, were successful in an attack 
upon Janimah, to the north of Lake 
Tahinos. A detachment of French 
troops operating on the,right of the 
British took a trench at the point of 
the bayonet and made some prisoners. 

“From Doiran lake to the Vardar our 
artillery has displayed great activity. 
An energetic bombardment of Doiran 
resulted in causing a fire in the town. 

“On our left wing progress. was con- 
tinued along the entire line. In the 
region of the Broda river Serbian 
troops have reached the frontier. To 
the north of Krusograd and to the 
northeast of Florina, French infantry- 
men have occupied the first houses of 
Petorak, as a result of a spirited fight, 
and they also have made a slight ad- 
vance to the north of Florina. To the 
west of this town Russian troops cap- 
tured by assault Hill 916, which had 
been strongly organized by the enemy. 
In this same locality a Bulgarian coun. 
ter attack was checked by the fire of 
our artillery and then repulsed at the 
peuint of the bayonet by French and 
Russian troops acting together. 

“To the southwest of Florina a 
French reconnoitering detachment has 
had several spirited engagements in 
the country south of Pveeba lake with 
Bulgarian detachments from Biklista.” 

London, September 25.—An official 
statement issued by the war depart- 
ment today regarding the military 
situation in Macedonia says: 

‘“On the Struma and Doiran fronts 
there is nothing-to report.” 


ALLIES REPULSED, 
BULGARS. REPORT. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, September 24.—(Via 
London, September 25.)—The Bul- 
garians have _ successfully defended 
Kamaikcalan height on the westerly 
side of the Macedonian battle front 
against repeated attacks by entente 
forces, the war office announced to- 
day. 

Successive assaults were delivered 
yesterday on the Bulgarian positions, 
but in each case the attacking forces, 
although they clasely approached the 
Bulgarian trenches, were unable to 
pepesrace them and fell back with 
1eavy losses. 

Entente troops which attacked vil- 
lages on the eastern bank of the 
Struma were ferced by the Bulgarians 
to retreat across the stream. The of- 
ficial statement‘ follows: é 

“Near Florina the situation its un- 
changed. 

“On September 23 the enemy after 
infantry fire and bomb throwing, made 


prolonged preparation by artillery and 


repeated attacks upon Kamaikcalan 
height. The enemy detachments ad- 
vanced and attacked successively the 
right and left flank and* finally the 
center of our positions. The defend- 
ers unshakenly allowed the enemy to 
approach within fifty or sixty steps of 
the trenches and then repulsed him 
with violent rifle and machine gun 
fire, causing him heavy losses. 

“In the Moglenica valley and on both 
sides of the Vardar there has been 
weak artillery firing. : 

“At the foot of the Belasica planina 
quiet prevails. 

“On the Struma front there has been 
lively firing. Severa] enemy battalions 
that advanced against the villages of 
Nevolen, Dolno,- Karajovo and Gudelt 
were attacked by our troops and 
thrown back to the right bank of the 
stream.” 

Berlin, September 25.—(Via London.) 
British and Serbian attacks on the 
Macedonian front were repulsed, a-- 
cording to the German official statce- 
ment issued today. The statement says: 

“Macedonian front: Minor engage- 
ments occurred near Florina on Satur- 
day. Repeated strong Serbian attacks 
against Kaimakcalan broke down. 
Weak English detachments advancing 
on a wide: front in the Struma sectcr 
were repulsed.” 


RUMANIANS GAIN 
IN TRANSYLVANIA 
AND THE DOBRUDJA 


Bucharest, September 25.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Successes for the Rumanians in 
both Transylvania and Dobrudja are 
reported in an official statement issued 
by the war office. The text of the 
statement follows: - 

“North and northwestern fronts: Our 
advance in the Caliman mountains con- 
tinues. We captured seventy-three 
prisoners and one machine gun. . At 
Harmannstadt we attacked the enemy 
capturing four officers, 300 men and 
five machine guns. In the Jiu valley 
minor actions occurred in which we 
repulsed the enemy and captured two 
machine guns. The total number of 
prisoners taken on this front up to 
the present is 48 officers and 6,836 
men. 

“Southern front: There has been an 
exchange of artillery fire on the banks 
of the Danube in Dobrudja. Our left 
flank made further progress and cCap- 
tured one officer and 63 men.”

Dean W.'S. Elkin spoke on the pros- 
pects of the college for the new year, 
and Mayor-elect Candler, the presi- 
dent of the baard of trustees of Emory 
university, made a humorous and in- 
structive talk. : 

The enrollment at the opening a&p- 
proximates two hundred and forty stu- 
dents. The freshman class, which was 
expected would be materially de- 
creased from last year’s class on ac- 
count of the advanced curriculum, 
shows a considérable increase.

The two new full-time professors 
who will strengthen the teaching force 
materially are Dr. P. E. Lineback, as- 
sociate professor in anatomy, who 
comes to the college from Harvard, 
and Dr. Evans B. Wood, professor in 
therapeutics.

Consideration is being given by the 
executive council of the Southeastern 
Fair association to the question of 
eliminating all passes to the exposition 
at Lakewood, October 14-21. It has 
proven a topic for lively discussion 
among directors and stockholders, and 
it is quite likely a definite decision will 
be reached within the next week or ten 
days. 

It has been asserted by some that a 
fair could not be held without issuing 
passes to certain people identified with 
the organization and contributors to the 
success of the enterprise. There is a 
strong sentiment in favor of drawing 
the line as a demonstration that At- 
lanta can do something else found im- 
possible by certain other cities. 

Atlanta guaranteed the success of 
grand opera, and both the officera vf 
the Atlanta Music Festival association 
and those who posted the fund bought 
season tickets and boxes. It has been 
suggested that the same policy be fol- 
lowed at the Southeastern fair. There 
are several hundred stockholders in the 
fair association, and thousands of oth- 
ers who have contributed to the suc- 
cess of the undertaking with their time, 
effort and money. Should passes be 
given to those identified with the fair, 
those directing it say they would not 
know where to draw the line. 

Several members of the executive 
council disapprove of giving passes. 
They have given assurance they will 
buy tickets for themselves, their fam- 
ilies and friends. Ivan E. Allen, presi- 
dent of the association, believes there 
is a sentiment against issuing passes, 
as shown by the fact that he has not 
had a single request from any source 
for this courtesy. 

Officials opposing the pass idea point 
to other fairs and expositions to sub- 
stantiate their contention. Nearly ev- 
ery fair has started out with the idea 
of not issuing free annual passes and 
nearly everyone has broken the rule, 
Hundreds and sometimes’ thousands 
have been issued. Very often the policy 
has caused the fair to be a failure. 

Atlanta is determined to make the 
Southeastern fair a success, and the di- 
rectors of the association will give this 
question serious consideration before 
adopting a policy.

PLENTY OF MONEY. 

According to bank statements just pub- 
lished there is plenty of money in Atlanta, 
considerably more than we have had at any 
time before in many years. 

The showing is made in deposits, fig- 
ures of which are given in the advertised 
statements based upon the recent call of 
the controller of the currency. 

Within the period of twelve months, de- 
posits in Atlanta’s clearing house banks 
have grown from 20 to 35 per cent greater. 
The story is told in millions. One bank 
which had six millions of deposits a year ago 
has more than eight millions today. Others 
have grown in proportion. 

The conclusion is obvious: Atlanta’s 
business has grown. It is still growjng. 
This money belongs to Atlanta depositors, 
Atlanta business men. It is the accumula 
tion of conservative business, the result. of 


gradual, but substantial, business building. 

The best thing about it is that it is a 
growth which shows no indication of dimi- 
nution, but, on the other hand, promises 
still greater results. As a matter of fact, 
we are just upon the threshold. For a year, 
practically two of them, conservative busi- 
ness; avoiding speculation, has been mak- 
ing progress. 

Today, instead of being confronted by a 
possible check more impetus is promised. 
Georgia has a better cotton crop. than 
almost any other of the cotton states; and 
it is going to be sold at topnotch prices. 
We have made more foods than ever before 
in our history, and they are worth more in 
the market. 

The farmer who did his duty the past 
summer and up to harvest is well fixed. 
He is going to get what he wants and he 
he is prepared to pay for it. He is out of 
debt and in the market. 

With fatter bank balances than they 
have known in years, business men are 
equipped to do more business. It is well 
they are, for they are going to get it; the 
demand is here and it must be met. 

After building these comfortable bank 
balances, local retailers were gratified by 
an opening fall business the like of which 
they had not known in years. It started 
off in mid-September with a rush, and no 
indication of abatement. 

So it is not only a case of plenty of 
money, as shown by increased deposits, but 
of more to come, as evidenced by a trade 
for which it has furnished the foundation. 

While we have not enjoyed any great 
amount of the war munitions traffic, we 
have the food and clothing which the world 
must have, whether it is at war or not. 

Translated, it means more _ prosperity 
added to that which caution and conserva- 
tism have already brought. Viewed from 
whatever angle, there isn’t a question but 
that our biggest and best fall season is 
right before us. 


A FAIR WITHOUT PASSES. 


The executive~council of the Southeast- 
ern fair has under consideration the ques- 
_tion of the complete elimination of passes 
in connection with the enterprise. While 
no definite decision. has been .reached, the 
proposal has already been offered and 
talked about. 

The Southeastern fair is a project pro- 
moted by Atlanta for the welfare of At- 
lanta, Georgia and the entire adjacent and 
surrounding territory. Atlantans have 
given it their time and their energy, and 
‘hundreds of them have subscribed to its 
capital stock, without expectation of any di- 


ect personal reward. Its officers and di- 


‘rectors are working without compensation; 
its stockholders subscribed without thought 
of a return, at least not in the near future. 

As a matter of fact, almost every enter- 
prising Atlantan has done something toward 
the success of the fair movement. It fol- 


Jows, therefore, as has been suggested to 


.the executive council, that if a beginning 
were made with the pass business there 


would be no telling where to stop. There 
would naturally be claim after claim, based 
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upon personal service rendefted, for there, 
is scarcely anyone called upon but has done 
his duty. 

Why not, it has been suggésted, put the 
fair upon the same basis as grand opera’ 
Both are Atlanta enterprises conducted for 
Atlanta’s welfare. The officers and mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Music Festival associa- 
tion not only work without compensation, 
but purchase their own grand opera tickets. 

The fair management is undertaking a 
new enterprise. While its success is 
already foreshadowed, it has many obliga- 
tions which must be met. When expenses 
are paid, there is still much to be done. 
New buildings must be erected, tlfe grounds 
further improved, and the enterprise made 
bigger and better with each passing year. 

These are the considerations which have 
prompted the executive council to consider 
the matter of eliminating all passes, and 
there is yet another one, which is that they 
have brought together a show which is 
really worth considerably more than the 
price of admission. 

Every consideration, every argument, 
seems to commend the proposal which, if 
adopted, the officers and members of the 
executive council propose to let begin with 
themselves. They mean to pay their own 
admission regardless of the fact that they 
have given services which, in the aggre- 
gate, would be worth thousands of dollars. 

As a matter of fact, they have already 
begun it. These officers and directors were 
the very first to purchase the “blue keys,” 
admission tickets for Monday, October 16. 
And they paid cash for them. : 

It will mean a great deal more to At- 
lantg than the mere difference in the gate 
receipts to conduct a fair without passes. 
It will impress every Atlantan the more 
deeply with the value and worth of the 
project. 

It is believed the executive council will 
have the support and backing of every man 
who has shown an interest in the fair, 
should it decide to take this step. 


EMORY---OGLETHORPE. 


Two new and splendidly equipped higher 
educational institutions are just opening 
their doors in Atlanta for the fall term, re- 
ceiving their first students and entering 
upon careers which promise magnificent re- 
sults in the training of the youth of Georgia 
and the south. 

Greater Emory beckons here students in 
many branches—literature, law, theology, 
medicine and other sciences; Oglethorpe. 
has received already within its doors its 
first freshman class of seventy-five students 
in the various courses—a class that would 
do credit to many.a long-established insti- 
tution. 

Under church supervision—Greater Em- 
ory has the backing of southern Methodists, 
while Oglethorpe is the enterprise of the 
Presbyterians of the south—both are pecu- 
liarly free from church domination. They 
are cosmopolitan and comprehensive, in 
accord with the conditions of today. 

In these two institutions which will shel- 
ter and care for students of many faiths 
and beliefs, in complete accord and har- 
mony, Atlanta has the foundation of two 
universities which will quickly rival those 
that have grown to strength and power 
through years of constant struggle. 

Oglethorpe and Emory begin life under 
favorable auspices. Atlanta and Georgia 
have given them in the aggregate several 
millions; states of the south have contrib- 
uted and will contribute more; there are 
other millions that will be added to their 
capital as they grown and expand. 

Although projected some years ago, their 
opening now for actual work has a particu- 
lar significance for this city. It marks the 
real inception of Greater Educational At- 
lanta: it brings us a long step nearer to that 
recognition as the south’s first center of 
learning, to the full realization of which the 
further expansion of these two institutions 
will contribute more than any other single 
influence.

Government Furnishes 
Forms to the Farmers 
For Grading of Cotton 


Washington, September 24.—(Special)j— 
To assist in bringing about more extensive 
use of the official cotton standards of the 
United States by growers in their sales, the 
office of markets and rural organization of 
the United States department of agriculture 
is co-operating with the state relations 
service of the department in placing in the 
hands of county agents in the cotton-produc- 
ing sections sets of practical forms of the 
standards, The forms are furnished only 
after the agents have given satisfactory’ as- 
surances that they will be kept in a place 
accessible to cottun growers, in the care of a 
competent custodian who does not profit di- 
rectly from trading in cotton. 

More than 60 sets of the practical forms 
of the standards already have been shippea 
to county agents. It is expected that more 
than 100 will sown be placed in this way. 
Each set of the practical forms consists of 
the nine grades of white cotton. The gets 
remain the property of the United States 
government. , 

In arranging for the keeping of the stand- 
ards in the counties the office of markets and 
rural organization has approved such agen- 
cies as banks, chambers of commerce, .boards 
of trade, stores whose proprietors do not 
trade in cotton, etc. 

The official cotton standards of the Unit- 
ed States are used by practically every im- 
portant. spot market and exchange in the 
south, and it is the desire of the cotton spe- 
cialists of the department of agriculture 
that the sales and purchases of cotton, from 
the time it leaves the farmer’s hands until it 
reaches these larger markets, also shall be 
condué@ted on the basis of the standards, It

Wholesale prices of commodfties in the 
United States averaged considerably higher 
in 1915 than-in the preceding year, according 
to Bulletin 200 of the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics of the United States Department of 
labor. The downward trend which set in 
toward the close of 1914 did not extend be- 
yond that year and by the end of January, 
1915, prices of many commodities had ad- 
vanced to a point well above those of the 
year before. February prices in the aggre- 
gate were above those of January, but slight 
decreases occurred in’ March and April. In 
May prices against advanced and, except for 
small declines in June and September, con- 
tinued at high levels throughout the re- 
mainder of the year. The bureau's weighted 
index number for December stood at 105, 
the highest point reached in any year since 
the collection of data for the present series 
of reports on wholesale prices, dating back 
to 1890, was begun. 

Violent fluctuations were recorded dur- 
ing 1915 in the prices of many commodities, 
particularly drugs and chemicals and metals 
and .metal products. Inthe former group, 
prices as a whole declined during the first. 
five months, of the year, after which they 
rose sharply until the December average was 
39 per cent above the average for January 
and 43 per cent above that for May. Metals 
and metal products advayced steadily in 
price throughout the year, except for slight 
ueciines in August, September and October. 
The year closed with prices in this group 37 
per cent above the January prices. 

Cloths and Clothing Going Up. 

In the fuel and lighting group there was 

little change in prices during the first three 
months of the year, but marx«et declines took 
piace in the spring and early summer. In 
august prices again advanceu, the increase ' 
continuing tor tne rest of the year. The De- 
cember average for this group was il per 
cent above tuat for January. Prices in che 
cioths and clothing group showed a steauy 
advance dauring tne eutire year, tne increuse 
from January to December velmg more wan 
ll per cent.

Comparing 1915 with 1914, the group of 
commoaities showing the greatest increase in 
average yearly prices was that of metais and 
metal products, the increase in the group, as 
a whole being slightly more than 11 per cent. 
In the drugs ana chemicals group the in- 
crease between the two years was nearly 10 
per cent. The group of farm products 
showed a 2 per cent increase in the average 
for 1915 over that for 1914, while the food 
group and the cloths and clothing group each 
showed an increase of 1 per cent. Of three 
groups showing a decrease in average year- 
ly prices in 1915 as compared with 1914, 
fuel and lighting-decreased nearly 6 per cent, 
lumber and building materials 4 per cent, 
and house furnishing goods nearly 1 per cent. 

Farm Products and Metals Are Higher. 

Of the 346 commodities er grades of com- 
modities for which the bureau collected 
wholesale prices for 1914 and 1915, 174 
showed an increase between these two years, 


"135 showed a decrease, while no change was 


reported in the case of 37 commodities. A 
majority of the 174 commodities which in- 
creased in price between 1914 and-1915 be- 
long to the farm products, cloths and cloth- 
ing, and metals and metal products groups. 
Withn these three groups, comprising 150 
series of price quotations, 93 commodities or 
grades of commodities increased in price, 44 
aecreased,-and 13 were unchanged. Articles 
showing an increase of more than 20 per cent 
were native steer hides, rye, wheat, medium 
fleece wool, 2-32s worsted yarn, ingot cop- 
per, copper wire, quickKsliver, sheet metal, 
and spelter. Some of the articles in these 
three groups which decreased in price were 
hogs, hops, cotton, cotton bags, eetton blank- 
ota, wage = Hp ors and raw silk. 

mn each of the three groups, food, 
and lighting, and lumber “and Po uliding neo 
terials, more than half of the commodities 
decreased in price from 1914 to 1915. In most 
instances, however, the decreases were small 
while increases of more than 20 per cent 
were recorded for beans, rye flour, wheat 
flour, oranges, raw sugar and zinc: oxide. 
Articles showing decided decreases in price 
were fresh and evaporated apples, lemons. 
raisins, salt pork, cabbage, onions, potatoes 
and crude petroleum. 

Of ten commodities classed as drugs or 
chemicals, all but crude sulphur increased in 
price in 1915 as compared with 1914. The 
most decided increases were for alum (50.5 
per cent), borax (24.5 per cent), glycerine 
(37.8 per cent), muriatic acid (23.8 per cent), 
quinine (20.5 per cent) and sulphuric acid 
(29 per cent). 


Compulsory Attendance 


Law Needed for 169,630 
Children in the State 


Before the rural schools can come into 
possession of the things due them there must 
be an aroused public sentiment as to their 
needs. Previous talks have served to show 
how to increase the rural gchool term by a 
better average daily attendance on the -part 
of rural pupils. It has been pointed out 
that the average daily attendance of all pu- 
pils enrolled in the rural schools of the 
United States is only 67.6 per cent 
of the enrollmemt. If it wére possible to 
take into consideration the large number of 
rural pupils who are not enrolled but who 
shoutd be enrolled by a proper enforcement 
of a reasonable compulsory attendance law, 
the average daily attendance in the rural 
schools for the country-at-large would be 
less than 60 per cent. 

In support of this declaration the follow- 
ing is quoted from the annual report of the 
state superintendent of schools of Georgia 
for the school year ended December 31, 1915. 
Pleading for a reasonable enforcement of a 
reasonable compulsory attendance law, the 
superintendent declares: 


Need of Compulsory Law. 


“There are some men who are s0 mean 
by nature that they must be forced before 
they will give their children educational Op- 
portunities for school training. The figures 
show that 169,630 children of school age in 
this state did not attend school a day last 
year. Many of these have never been en- 
rolled during any previous year. Without 
the strong arm of the law they wij! grow 
up in ignorance just as thousands before 
them have done.” a 

If we go one step further in - 
ing and take into consideration the millions 
of rural children in short-term: schools of 
three to four months in length, it is evident 
that the average daily attendance of mi}- 
lions of pupils in the rural schvols for the 
nation-at-large is not 50 per cent of what 
it should be when measured by the attend- 
ance of pupils in city schools with a nine- 
months term. In other words, the short-term 
and the poor attendance in the rural schoolg 
are depriving millions of country boys and 
girls of over half their birthright in matters 
of free school privileges as compared with 
city boys and girls. We are glad city chij- 
dren have the good school privileges that 
We wish the city schools were 
better. But with the help of the press we | 
are determined to expose this unjust, un- 
reasonable, and un-American discrimination 
against country boys and gikls. Equality be- 
fore the law and equal editcational oppor- 
tunity have not yet been provided for the 
farm boy and farm girl. 


Fight Against Their Own Good. 


But, strange as it may seem, sparsely 
settled rural communities often fight against 
the things which are for their own good. A 
striking statement of this phase of the rural 
problem is found in Extension Bureau Cir- 
cular No. 2, of the University of North Car- 
olina, July, 1916. In this issue Ptofessor E. 
Cc. Branson declares: 

“Everywhere in thinly settled country re- 
gions we find people here and there who are 
suspicious, secretive, apathetic and unap- 
proachable; who live in the eighteenth cen- 
tury and preserve the language, manners and 
customs of a past long dead elsewhere, 
who prefer their primitive ancient ways: who 
are ghettoed in the midst of present-day 
civilisation, to borrow a phrase from Pres- 
ident Frost. They are the crablike souls 
described by Victor Hugo in “Le

and the “See America First’ campaign is 
made to embrace the wonderful scenic beau- 
ties of the southern republic one of the most 


. popular resorts for tourists will probably 


be “The Venice of the Valley,” graphically 
described in a communication from Walter 
Hough to the National Geographic society, a 
part of which is issued today in the follow- 
ing bulletin: : 

“One of the pleasurable experiences among 
those that delight the traveler in’ Mexico is 
a visit to the home of the Aztec lake dwell- 
ers. Much of the charm of the great Valley 
of Mexico, where they live, is due to the 
stretches of water among the trees and ver- 
dant fields in a Jandscape framed in beautt- 
ful mountains and bathed with clearest air 
of heaven. ' 

“Their lakes—Texcoco, Xochimiico, Zum- 
pango and Chalco—do not reveal themselves 
except from the high mountains encircling 
the valley. They are shallow bodies of wa- 
ter in the midst of extensive marshes, un- 
approachable and lacking the effect of our 
lakes with their definite shore lines. For 
this reason they have never been highways 
of civilized commerce, nor has navigation 
flourished in their shallow waters; but they 
were from these very hindrances destined to 
be jealous mothers of ancient and remarkable 
states, whose people,/Protected in the fens, 
dug out canals and developed an indigenous 
commerce and transportation to the fullest 
extent. : 

Canals Dug by Indians. 

“Long before Cortez came the Indians of 
the valley worked in the boggy lake lands 
and dug canals hither and thither—main ca- 
nals between the lakes and to the great city 
of Tenochtitlan and smaller canals betwen 
the fields. Through this maze of water- 
ways, then as now, they sent their boats and 
in the fens built their thatched houses. 

“Pere Sahagun, the Franciscan, records 
that ‘the City of Mexico is like another Ven- 
ice and the people themselves are comparable 
to the Venetians in urbanity and savoir.’ This 
was written in the sixteenth century, but in 
the lapse of several hundred years the city’s 
wonderful water environment has become 
dry ground, and the seeker for lake dwellers 
will have to look farther afield in the en- 
trancing valley of the sky. 

“The way to the present Aztec Venice, 
which bears the name of Xochimilco, ‘in the 
field of flowers,’ is through one of these an- 
cient canals—a prehistoric water road from 
Tenochtitlan to the capital and seat of one 
of the group of seven Aztec tribes which long 
ago came from remote Aztlan to the rich 
valley of Mexico. 

“The life on the canal, vivid and pictur- 
esque, is as striking now as it was then; 
it may even be suspected that the change 
from that time to this has not been very 
great. It is hard to get a start to the land 
of the fens in more ways than one—the ne- 
gotiations for passage in a barge with boat- 
men who display the characteristics of that 
tribe known the world over; and the conflict- 
ing claims also of all the costumes, incidents, 
shipping and so forth, of the boiling, squirm- 
ing kaleidoscopic canal and shore population 
on its multifarious quests bewilder the be- 
holder and make him forget that he is on a 
journey to see the lake dwellers in their 
primitive homes. Tardily, then, the barge 
comes into the clear pool in front”of the me- 
dieval toll-gate fortress, where all shipping 
must go under a low bridge and where the 
-old-time toll collector, armed with a pike, 
could threaten the recalcitrant without much 
éffort. 

Vistas of a New World. 


“Beyond the gateway begin more vistas 
of a new world! On this canal, bordered 
with trees and spanned with quaint bridges, . 
is a perfect stream of craft, from the slender 
dug-out chaloupe to the square-bowed flat- 
boat, hurrying on with everything to feed, 
repair, and adorn the great city. Freight is 
of all descriptions, but one looks curiously 
on the small bundles of grass and other green 
forage for animal feed, the pulque barrels. 
‘vegetables and flowers. The Indian boat- 
men, clad in white cotton shirt and trousers, 
are working with a will, sometimes wading 
in the canal and drawing the heavy-laden 
boats after them; and alas! returning to their 
paradise, a woman piloting her husband who 
is the worse for pulque. 

“Flotsam and jetsam in the canal are va- 
grant bulbs and flowers of water hyacinth, 
a wicked, beautiful plant, whose reproductiv- 
ity makes men work to keep it down, but 
here it has met its match and is made to 
be useful, for the Aztecs throw great masses 
of it upon a strip of bog to the thickness of 
a foot or more. The water hyacinth is pro- 
vided with large cellular floats, a natural 
provision for its dessemination, which has 
made it an obstruction to navigation in some 
of our southern rivers. 

“Upon this bed of floats the natives 
spread a layer of muck, dredged from the 
bottom of the canals. Perhaps, before the 
plant floats have decayed, these gardens may 
drift away should the water rise. Even now 
portions of the lake on square miles of vege- 
tation cover the surface like the ‘sudd’ of the 
Nile, and the canal roads have to be staked 
at the sides to keep them from disappearing. 

“The term ‘floating gardens’ was proper- 
ly applied by the early historians of Mexico 
to masses of water weeds covered with a 
thin layer of soil, employed by the Mexit- 
cans at a period when the fluctuating waters 
prevented the formation of permanent chi- 
nampas, and so in the new world the Indiana 
repeated the famed gardens of the lake of 
Cashmere, 

Expert Gardeners, 


“The Xochililcos are expert Sardeners and 
assiduous at their work. Most of their plants 
are started in seed beds from which they 
are transplanted to the chinampas, and it is 
strange to see boat loads of corn sprouts 
brought to be planted in this manner. Curt- 
ously enough, these morass gardens some- 
times require irrigation, which is accom- 
panied by throwing on water from the cana] 
with a wooden scoop. 

“It cannot be said that the Xochimilcan 
man has an open and ingenous countenance 
but it shows force of character and lights 
up quickly in response to kindness and recog- 
nition. The young women have round, often 
ruddy, but rather expressionless faces: the 
children are pretty and the older women 
are better preserved than the women of the 
Pueblos of the southwestern United States. 
Both sexes work hard, and where there ig 
such uniformity of poverty the struggle for 
existence makes life a serious matter and 
engraves deep lines in the faces of the bread- 
winners, 

“Thus a birth is heralded with mourning 
and a death with rejoicing. 

“What will be their future when their 
swamps are drained and their old lake dweli- 
er life merged into the humdrum of farmers? 
If, by govd fortune, they are kept from the 
deadly effects of alcohol, the chief moloch 
of the Mexican Indian, no doubt they will live 
happily on the dry lake bottom, as before 
the days of Montezuma.”

We need not 
hunt for eighteenth century survivals in 
mountain coves alone.” 

And yet the only remedy for such condi- 
tions is the education of these peoples. Let 
there be light! ‘ :

Dayton, Ohio, September 25.— 
Charles E. Hughes, addressing an audi- 
ence in Memorial hall here tonight, re- 
plied to statements in President Wil- 
son's speech of Saturday in connection 
with the passage of the Adamson law. 

Mr. Hughes characterized as “most 
regrettable” the reference made by 
President Wilson to the 80-cent gas 
case in New York, for instance, of 
where the courts had refused to de- 
Clare a rate fixing law unconstitu- 
tional in advance of determining how 
it would operate. 

“It has been sought to draw an 
analogy,” Mr. Hughes said, “between 
Such a case and legislation in advance 
of inquiry.

Hughes on Wilson. 

President Wilson's declaration that 
he considered the eight-hour day as 
a principle that was not arbitrable, 
was commented on as follows: 

“It is said that the principle was not 
arbitrable. It is a very extraordinary 
Statement, for eighteen years ago, I 
believe, in the passage of the act to 
promote conciliation and arbitration 
with respect to disputes between in- 
terstate commerce employees and car- 
riers, there was provision made for 

rbitration with respect to hours of 

bor, conditions of employment, as 
well as of wages. And, in a bill, which 
I beliéve was signed. during this ad- 
ministration in July, 19138, the same 
provision in, I believe, substantially the 
Bame language, was re-enacted in the 
law providing for arbitration with re- 
Spect to wages, conditions of employ- 
ment and hours of labor. 

“Of course, the question whether in 
@ particular case that condition exists 
which should provide for a certain 
number of hours of labor is a question 
requiring the most earnest considera- 
tion. But no one, in this controversy 
to which I am now referring, had any 
idea of establishing an eight-hour 
work day. The principle of the eight- 
hour work day is not in any way in- 
volved. : 


Atincks Wilson’s Analogy. 


“If there is anything more remark- 
able or regrettable than the effort to 
have it appear that an eight-hour work 
day is involved, it is an attempt to 
draw an analogy between the case of 
legislation of that description and the 
action of our courts in dealing witii 
rate cases. 

“It has been stated, for example, that 
when a rate is fixed by law as a rail- 
road rate, or as a telephone rate, and 
it is attacked as unconstitutional be- 
cause confiscatory, that the supreme 
court of the United States has stated 
that it would not declare the measure 
unconstitutional until the effect of the 
operation of the rate had been dis- 
closed. 

“It has been sought to draw an 
analogy between such a case and 
legislation in advance of inquiry. Now, 
our system of government requires the 
careful study of facts; of a full un- 
derstanding, and it is of the utmost 
importance that the thought of our 
people should be kept clear with re- 
spect to the working of the various 
departments of the government. The 
courts have nothing to do,» with the 
question of the wisdom or policy of 
legislation. 

“Questions of constitutionality come 
before the courts after the legislator 
has acted, presumably with knowledge 
of the facts and upon careful inquiry. 
The question that comes before the 
court is whether after a legislature 
has presumably done its full duty in 
examining the facts, according to its 
judgment, the act of the legislature 
should be declared void and of no ef- 
fect because it exceeded legislative 
power.”

Mr. Hughes assailed the administra- 
tion for “broken pledges” and extrava- 
gant claims,

Sundown Wednesday, September 27, |

the Jewish high holidays. These holi- | 
days, of deep 
will commence with the feast of Rosh ! 
Hashanah, or New Year. The New 
Year will be followed by ten days of; 
penitence, which reach their climax in 
the Day of Atonement, October 7. 

Atlanta Jews will observe the holi- 
day with appropriate services. Special 
services will be held in all of the local 
synagogues. 

“On the New Year all the inhabitants 
of the earth pass before Him as sheep 
before a shepherd.” In these words 
the ancient Jewish law book, the Mish- 
na, refers to the significance of this 
day. It is a day of judgment when the 
sins and the merits of all men are 
weighed by the Divine Judge. The 
Talmud tells that in this annual New 
Year’s judgment scene three books lie 
open before the Most High. In one 
book, the Book of Life, the names of 
the perfectly righteous, the sinless, are 
inscribed; the second book, the book 
of death, has recorded in it the names 
of the utterly wicked, and the third 
book is for the ordinary “middle type” 
of men, in whose behalf judgment is 
suspended through the ten days of pen- | 
itence, until the Day of Atonement, 
when the decision is finally made an 
recorded. 

The services for the day are espe- 
cially solemn. Prayers in prose and 
poetry, dwelling upon the theme of 
God’s judgment of man, are recited’ 
and sung. The ram’s horn, the ‘“Sho- 
far,” summoning men to - prayer and 
repentance, is sounded in all syna- 
gogues. At the close of the service 
the worshippers greet each other with 
the words, “May you ve written down 
for a good year.” 

Orthodox Jews observe many cere- 
monies which suggest the ideas and 
emotions of the day. In the home 
honey and fruits are eaten and the 
pious wish expressed, “May it be Thy 
will to renew to us a good and sweet 
year.” While orthodox Jews observe 
the feast for two days, September 27 
and 28 this year, reform Jews return 
to the ancient Palestine custom and 
observe but one day.

FOR SUMMER SCHOOLS 


|Meeting of State School Super- 


visors Held at the Capitol 
on Monday. 


At a meeting of the state’ school 
supervisors in the capitol yesterday 
places and dates were announced for 
eight summer schools for teachers to 
be conducted by the supervisors next 
year. There will be seven schools of 
two weeks’ duration as follows: 

Monroe, May 14 to 25; Americus, May 

28 to June 9; Statesboro, May 28 to 
June 9; Barnesville, June 11 to 22; Mil- 
ledgeville, June 11 to 22; Carrollton, 
June 25 to July 6; Ellijay or Blue 
sues. June 25 to July 6; McRae, June 
to 15. 
The schools at Monroe, Americus, 
Statesboro, Barnesville and Carroliton 
will be held in the buildings of the dis- 
trict agricultural schools at .those 
places; that at Milledgeville will be 
held at the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college; that at McRae in the 
building of the South a college. 

In addition to these schools a four 
weeks school will be held in Valdosta 
from June 4 to July 2. 

All of the supervisors will take part 
in the school to be held at Monroe, 
which is the first in point of time. At 
each of the others two of the super- 
visors will be in charge and they will 
be assisted by the faculties of the vari- 
ous high schools in sections in which 
the school is held. Specialists will also 
be engaged to aid in the work. Profes- 
sor George Granberry, who has a music 
conservatory in Néw York and asum- 
mer residence near Ellijay, has been se- 
cured to give-a special course in music 
and literature at the school to be held 
either at Ellijay or Blue Ridge. 

It has been decided next year to add 
courses of vocal music, literature and 
elementary science in addition to the 
courses usually given. There will be 
Classes in all fhe common school 
branches and in normal methods.

AMERICAN BEING # 
PRISONER BY GERMANS 


Wealthy Isador Polak Taken 
From Dutch Steamer—Wash- 
ington Investigates. 


London, September 25.—Mrs. Isador 
Polak, who was awaiting the return 
here of her-husband from Holland, vis- 
ited the American consulate today and 
requested aid of the officials there to 
obtain his release. Polak was removed 
from the Dutch mail steamship Prins 
Hendrik when that vessel was taken 


last week. ~The state department at 
Washingtom and James W. Gerard, the 
American ambassador at Berlin, have 
been notified. 

Polak is a wealthy diamond cutter 
who had homes in New York and Brus- 
sels. His family spent several months 
in the Belgian capital after the out- 
break of the war, and became friends 
and supporters of the late Edith Cavel?, 
the British nurse executed by the Ger- 
mans in Belgium. 

It is believed here there will be no 
difficulty in securing Polak’s release, as 
there is no question as to his American 
citizenship. According to the story. told 
by some of the passengers of the Prins 
Hendrik, Polak engaged in a lively ver- 
bal duel with the German examining 
amiee before he was removed from tke 
ship.

Comparing the center fielders of the 
three clubs of each league that have 
fought such desperate campaigns for 
the honors of meeting in the world’s 
series, it becomes evident at a glance 
that the National clubs should, for their 
own interests, be pulling for anyone to 
beat the Detroit Tigers. 

Ty Cobb towers head and shoulders 
above all the other center fielders in 
the country, and thig fact never be- 
comes more evident than when one sits 
down and figures the worth of the man 
in plain figures. 

It would pe fortunate for Cobb if 
Brooklyn should win the pennant, be- 
cause, figuring him against that Dodger 
team, it would seem a shame for him to 
be turned loose on the bases against 
their catchers, at the bat against their 
pitchers (excepting Coombs, who is 
wise and knows Cobb). The pitchers 
and catchers of both the Braves and the 
Phillies figure to do more toward stop- 

ing Cobb than do the Brooklyn fel- 
It would be almost a one-man se- 
ries if Cobb should be turned loose 
against Brooklyn to show the Dodgers 
how this old army game should be 
Played. He would start them throwing 
and keep them throwing all the time, 
and anyone who has watched the Dodg- 
ers heave that old pill around the 
grand stand knows what would happen.

. During the thirty-two years since 
Providence set the 20-game record the 
figures have been threatened several 
times by big league clubs. but never 
equalled or surpassed until today. In 
1906 the Chicago american league club 
won nineteen in a stretch. The New 
York Giants ran eighteen straight in 
1904 and seventeen games earlier in 
the present season. 

Several minor league clubs have ex- 
ceeded these figures, the best: records 
being 27 games by the Corsicana club, 
of the Texas league, in 1902; 25 games 
by the Charlotte club, of the Carolina 
league, in the same year, and 24 games 
by the Jersey City club, of the Eastern 
league in 1903. 

In winning twenty-one games straight 
the Giants actually figured in twenty- 
two games, one contest ending in a 
tie and was eliminated from considera- 
tion in computing the winning streak. 
In one respect, however, the record does 
not compare .with that of the Provi- 
dence club, as Pitcher Charley Rad- 
bourne twirled the Grays to victory in 
eighteen out of the twenty games won 
by his club in the 1884 stretch of con- 
quests.

New York, September 25.—Increasing 
confidence in bullish condition figures 
and the failure of southern hedge sell- 
ing to develop on anything like a de- 
pressing scale, appeared to be the fac- 
tors on a sharp early advance in the 
cotton market today. January con- 
tracts sold up to 16.34 before the end 
of the morning, or 38 points above the 
low level of Saturday, but offerings in- 
creased at this level and the price re- 
acted to 16.15, closing at 16.18. The 
general list closed steady at a net gain 
of 3 to 9 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 6 to 16 points én response to 
relatively firm cables. Some of the 
sellers here toward the end of last 
week had expected increased hedge 
selling here this morning owing to the 
continued activity of picking and gin- 
ning, and there also has been some sell- 
ing on recent reactions owing to ru- 
mors of more optimistic private condi- 
tion returns. 

The strength of Liverpool, however, 
suggested that there had been very lit- 
tle selling there, while there seemed 
to be comparatively few hedging orders 
around the local ring. and after a few 
moments of irregularity the ‘market 
sold up on heavy covering by Wall 
street and uptown shorts. 

Reports that a prominent Memphis 
authority estimated the condition of the 
crop at 58.3 compared with 64.9 last 
month also seemed to be bringing in 
some fresh commission house demand.

miei ‘ 
dress an association of this sort, and 


yet I feel that there is a certain draw-, 


back to the present occasion. That 
drawback consists of the fact that it 
eccurs in the midst of a political cam- 


paign, and nothing ‘so seriously inter- 
rupts or interferes with the serious 
and sincere consideration of public 


questions as a politcal campaign. 

“I want to say to you at the outset 
that I believe in party action, but that 
I have a supreme contempt for parti- 
san action; that I believe that it is nec- 
essary for men to concert measures to- 
gether in organized co-operation by 
party, but that whenever party feeling 
touches any one of the passions that 
work against the general interest, it is 
altogetner to be condemned And, 
therefore, I feel that on occasions like 
this we should divest ourselves of the 
consciousness that we are in the midst 
of a political campaign, because asso- 
Giations like this are not gathered to- 
gether to take part in partisan discus- 
sion, but to consider those permanent 
interests of the nation which concern 
us all the time, which do not alter their 
aspects because parties are contesting 
for power, and that we 6ught as much 
as possible on all occasions to think 
of ourselves as first of all men devoted 
to the welfare of the country and as 
compared with that devoted to nothing 
elsc whatever. 

“What I have come to say to you 
today, therefore, I would wish to say 
in an atmosphere from which all the 
vapor of passions have been cleared 
away, for Ll want to speak to you about 
the business situation of the world so 
far as American is concerned. 

“IT am not going to take the liberty 
of discussing that business’ situation 
from the special point of view of your 
association, because I know that I 
would be bringing coals to Newcastle. 
I know that { am speaking to men who 
understand the relation of the grain 
business to.the business of the worll 
very much better than I do, and I know 
that it is true, that, except under very 
unusual circumstances such as have 
existed in the immediate past, the ex- 
port of grain from this country has 
been a diminishing part of our foreign 
commerce rather tnan an increasing 
part; that the increase of our Own pop- 
ulation, the decrease in proportion to 
that increase of our production of 
grains, has been rendering the question 
of- foreign markets less important 
though still very important, than it was 
in past generations, su far as the dea:- 
ing in grain is concerned. 


Agricultural Boom Predicted. 


“Ff also remember, however, that we 
have only begun in this country the 
process by which the full product of 
our agricultural acreage is to be ob- 
tained. The agricultural acreage of 
this country ought to produce twice 
What it is now producing, and under 
the stimulation and instruction which 
have recently been characteristic of 
agricultural development I think we 
can confidently predict that within, let 
us Say, a couple of decades, the agricul- 
tural production of this country will be 
something like double, whereas there 
is no likelihood that the population of 
this country will be doubled within tie 
same period. You can look forward, 
therefore, it seems to me, with some 
degree of confidence to an increasing 
and perhaps a rapidly increasing vol- 
ume of the products in which you deal. 

“But, as I have said, I have not come 
to discuss that. I have come to dis- 
cuss the general relation of the United 
States to the business of the world in 
the decades immediately ahead of us. 
We have swung our, my fellow citi- 
zens, into a new business era in Ameri- 
‘ca. I suppose that. there is no man 
connected with your association wh») 
does not remember the time when the 
whole emphasis of American business 
discussion was laid upon the domestic 
market. [ need not remind you how 
recently it has happened that our at- 
tention has been extended to the mar- 
kets of the world; much less recently, 
I need not say, in the matters with 
which you are concerned than in the 
other export interests of the country 
But it happened that American produc- 
tion, not only in the agricultural fie!d 
and in mining and in all the natural 
products of the earth, but also in man- 
ufacture, has increased in recent years 
to such a: volume that American busi- 
ness burst its jacket. It could not 
any longer be taken care of within the 
field of the domestic markets, and 
when that- began to disclose itself as 
the situation, we also became aware 
that American business men had not 
studied foreign markets, that they did 
not know the commerce of the world, 
and that they did not have the ships 
in which to take their proportionate 
pait in the carrying trade of the world; 
that our merchant marine had sunk tv 
a negligible amount and that it had 
sunk to its lowest at the very time 
when the tide of our exports began to 
gzrow in most formidable volume. 


Banking Laws and Foreign Exchange. 


“One of the most interesting  cir- 
cumstances of our business history is 
this: The banking laws of the United 
States—I mean the federal banking 
laws—did not put the national banxs in 
a position to do foreign exchange un- 
der favorable conditions, and it was 
actually true that private banks and 
sometimes branch banks drawn out of 
other countries, notably out of Canada, 
were established at our chief ports to 
do what American bankers ought to 
have done. It was as if America was 
not only unaccustomed to touching all 
the nerves of the world’s business, but 
was disinclined to touch them and had 
not prepared the instrumentalities by 
which it might take part in the great 
commerce of the round globe. Only in 
very recent years have we been even 
studying the problem of providing 
ourselves with the instrumentalities. 
Not until the recent legislation of con- 
gress. Known as the federal reserve 
act, were the federal banks of this 
country given the proper equipment 
through which they could assist Amer- 
ican commerce, not only in our own 
country, but in any part of the world 
where they chose to set up branch in- 
stitutions. jritish banks had been 
serving British merchants all over the 
world, German banks had been serving 
German merchants all over the world, 
and no national bank of the United 
States had been serving American 
merchants anywhere in the world ex- 
cept in the United States. 

“We had, as it were, deliberately re- 
frained from playing our part in the 
field in which we prided ourselves that 
we were most ambitious and most ex- 
pert, the field of manufacture and of 
commerce. 

“All that is past, and the scene has 
been changed by the events of the last 
two years, almost suddenly, and with 
a completeness that almost daunts the 
planning mind. Not only when this 
war is over, but now. America has her 
place in the world and must take her 
place in the world of finance and 
commerce upon a scale that she never 
dreamed of before. 

“My dream is that she will take her 
place in that great field in a new snvirit 
which the world has never seen before, 
not the spirit of those who would ex- 
clude others, but the spirit of thoso 
who would excel others. I want to see 
America pitted against the world, not 
in selfishness, but in brains. 

Facts Going te Dominate. 

‘The first thing that brains have to 

feed upon is 


proposing to deal with the 
business problems of the United States 
in the future, as we dealt with them 
in the past, I do not have to inquire 
any further whether they are equipped 
with knowledge. I dismiss them from 
the retkoning because I know that the 
facts are going to dominate, and they 
know nothing about the facts. And 
the most that we can supply ourselves 


| hear men 


gram of policy, but the instrumentali- 
ties of gaining thorovgh knowledge of 
what we are about. Every man of us, 
must, for some time to come, be ‘from 
Missouri.’ We must want to know 
what the facts are, and when we know 
what the facts are we shall know wha‘ 
the policy ought to be, 

“What instrumentalities have we 
provided ourselves with in order that 
we may be equipped with knowledge? 
There-has been an instrumentality in 
operation for four or five yvears of 
which, strangely enough, Americas 
business men have only slowly become 
aware. Some four or five years ago 
the congress established, in connegtion 

hen 
(now the department of commerce) a 
merce, and one of the advantages which 
the American government has had has 
been that it has been able to hire 
brains for much less than the brains 
were worth. It is in a way a national 
discredit to us, my fellow-citizeng, that 
we are paying studious men capable of 
understanding anything and of con- 
ducting any business just about one- 
third of what they could command in 
the field of business; and it is one of 
the admirable circumstances of Amer- 
ican life that they are proud to serv? 
the government on a pittance. 

Studying Foreign Commerce. 

“There are such men in the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce. 
They have been studying the foreign 
commerce of this country as it was 
never studied before and have been 
making reports so comprehensive and 
so thorough that they compare to their 
great advantage with the reports of 
any similar bureau of any other gov- 
ernment in the world: and I have found, 
to my amazement, that some of the 
best of those reports seem never to 
have been read. All you have to do 
in order to find out the details of some 
of the greatest fields of activity in 
the world in the matter of business is 
to resert to the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, but there again the 
phenomena that I have been speak- 
ing of have displayed themselves in a 
very remarkable way. It needed the 
catastrophe and the tragedy of this 
war to awaken American business men 
to the fact that these were the things 
which they must Know and Know at 
once. 

“And then, in addition to that, there 
was recently created the federal trade 
commission. It is hard to describe the 
functions of that commission, but all I 
can say is it as transformed the govern- 
ment of the United States from being 
an antagonist of business into being a 
friend of business. A few years ago 
American business men—I think you 
will corroborate this statement—took 
up their morning paper with some de- 
Sree of nervousness to see what the 
government was doing to them. I ask 
you if you take up the morning paper 
now with any degree of nervousness? 
And I ask you if you have not found, 
those of you who have dealt with it 
all, the federal trade commission, to be 
put there to show you the way in which 
the government can help you and,-not 
the way in which the government can 
hinder you? 

“But that is not the matter that I am 
most interested in. It has always been 
a fiction—I don’t know who invented it 
or why he invented it—but it has al- 
ways been a fiction that there was a 
contest between the law and business. 
There has always been a contest in ev- 
ery government between the law and 
bad business, and I do not want to 
see that contest softened in any way: 
but there has never been any contest 
between men who intended the right 
thing and the men who administered 
the law. But what I want to speak 
about is this: One of the functions of 
the federal trade commission is to in- 
quire with the fullest powers ever con- 
ferred upon a similar commission in 
this country into all the circumstances 
of American business for the purpose 
of doing for American business exactly 
what the department of agriculture has 
so long and with increasing efficiency 
done for the farmer, informing the 
American business men of every ele- 
ment, big and little, with which it is 
his duty to deal. Here are created 
searching eyes of inquiry to do the very 
thing that it was imperatively neces- 
sary and immediately necessary that 
the country should do, look upon the 
field of business and know what was 
going on, 


Common Sense About Tariff. 


“And then, in the third place, you 
know that we have just now done what 
it was common sense to do about the 
tariff. We have not put this into 
words, but I do not hesitate to put it 
into words. We have admitted that on 
the one side and the other we were 
talking theories and managing poli- 
cies without a sufficient knowledge of 
the facts upon which we were acting 
and, therefore, we have established 
what is intended to be a non-partisan 
tariff commis'sion to study the condi- 
tions with which legislation has to 
deal in the matter of the relations of 
America with foreign business trans- 
actions. Another eye created to see 
the facts! And I am hopeful that I 
can find the men who vygjll see the facts 
and ‘state them, no matter whose opin- 
ion those facts cohtradict. For an 
opinion ought always to have a pro- 
found respect for a fact: and when 
you once get the facts, opinions that 
are antagonistic to those facts are 
necessarily defeated. I have never 
found a really courageous man who 
was afraid to put his opinion to the 
test of facts, or a morally sincere man 
who was not ready to surrender to the 
facts when they were contrary to his 
opinion. And the tariff commission 
is going to look for the facts, no mat- 
ter who is hurt. So that we are creat- 
ing one after another the instrumen- 
talities of knowledge so that the bus}- 
ness men of this country shall know 
what the field of the world’s business 
is and deal with that field upon that 
knowledge. 

Study Problem as Partners. 

“Then when the knowledge is ob- 
tained, what are we going to do? One 
of the things that interests me most 
about an association of this sort is 
that the intention of it is that the 
members should share a common body 
of information and that they should 
concert among themselves those opera- 
tions of business which are beneficial 
to all of them; that, instead of a great 
body, instead of a large number of 
dealers in grain acting separately and 
each fighting for his own hand, you 
are willing to come together and study 
the “athe pee as if you were partners 
and ‘Drothers and co-operators in this 
fleld of business. 
on in every occupation in the United 
States of any consequence. Even the 
men that do the advertising have been 
getting together, and they have made 
this startling and fundamental 
covery, that the only way to advertise 
successfully is to tell the truth. There 
are many reasons for that. One of the 
chief reasons is that when you et 
found out it is worse for you than it 
was before. 
sober reason, is that businesS must be 
founded on the truth, and you men get 
together in order to credte a clearing 
house for the truth about your pusi- 
ness.

chasers at the right place, and that, all 
working together, we realize that noth- 
ing can be for the common benefit 
which is not for the individual benefit. 
4 Wou know that there was introduced 
in the house of representatives recent- 
ly a bill commonly called the Webb bill, 
for the purpose of stating it as the pol- 
icy of the law of the United States 
that nothing in the anti-trust laws now 
existing should be interpreted to inter- 
fere with the proper sort of co-opera- 
tion among exporters. The foreign field 
is not like the domestic field. The for- 
eign field is full of combinations meant 
to be exclusive. The anti-trust laws 
of the United States are intended to 
prevent any kind of combination in the 
United States which shall be exclusive 
of new enterprises within the United 
States, any combination which shall 
set up monopoly in America; but the 
export business is a very big business, 
a very complicated business,'a very ex- 
pensive business, and it ought to be 
possible, and it will be possible and le- 
gal, for men engaged in exporting to 
get together and manage it in groups, 
so that they can manage it at an ad- 
vantage. instead of a disadvantage as 
compared with foreign rivals. Not for 
the purpose of exclusive and monopolis- 
tic combination, but for the purpose of 
co-operation; and there is a very wide 
difference there. I for myself despise 
monopoly, and I have an enthusiasm 
for co-operation. By co-operation, Il 
mean working along with anybody who 
is willing to work along with you un- 
der definite understandings and ar- 
rangements which will constitute a 
sound business program. There can 
be no jealousy of that, and if there 
had been time, I can say with con- 
fidence that this bill, which passed the 
house of representatives Would have 
passed the senate of the United States 
also. So that any obstacle that ingeni- 
ous lawvers may find in the anti-trust 
laws will be removed. 

“l was a lawyer once myself before 
I reformed, and I can divide a hair 
twixt north and northeastside, but I 
do not think it is worth while, and I 
do not think the statutes are the places 
for ingenuity. A statute is intended 
to lay down a broad and comprehen- 
sive and national policy, and it ought 
to be read in that. light. But there 
would be no fun in punctuation if you 
had to read it thatway! The purpose 
of legislation in the immediate future 
in this country is going to be to re- 
move all ingenious constructions and 
make it perfectly clear what the !iber- 
ties as well as the restraints of trade 
are in this country. 


Need of Merchant Marine. 


“And then there must be co-opera- 
tion, not only between the government 
and the business man, but between the 
business men. Shippers must co-oper- 
ate, and they ought to be studying 
right now how , to co-operate. 
There are a great many gentle- 
men in other countries who can show 
them how; and they ought to look for- 
ward, particularly to caring for this 
matter, that they have vehicles in 
which to carry their goods. We must 
address ourselves immediately and as 
rapidly as possible to the re-creation of 
a great American merchant marine. Our 
present situation is very like this: Sup- 
pose that a man who had a great de- 
partment store did not have any deliv- 
ery wagons and depended upon his 
competitors in the same market to de- 
liver his goods to his cusfomers. You 
know what would happen. They would 
deliver yours only if yours were to be 
delivered upon the routes followed by 
their wagons. That is‘ an exact pic- 
ture of what is taking place in our for- 
eign trade at this minute. Foreign 
vessels carry our Eo where they, the 
foreign vessels, happen to be going, 
and they carry them only if they have 
room in addition to what they are car- 
rying for other people. You cannot 
conduct trade that way. That is con- 
ducting trade on sufferance. That is 
conducting trade on an ‘if you please.’ 
That is conducting trade on the basis 
of service, the point of view of which 
is not your advantage. Therefore, we 
cannot lose any time in getting deliv- 
ery wagons. 

“There has been a good deal of dis- 
cussion about this recently, and it has 
been said ‘the government must not 
take any direct part in this. You must 
let private capital do it,’ and the re- 
ply was, ‘All right; go ahead.’ ‘Oh, but 
we will not go ahead unless you help 
us.’ We said, ‘Very well, then, we will 
go ahead, but we will not need your 
help, because we do not want to com- 
pete where you are already doing the 
carrying business, but where you are 
not doing the carrying business, and it 
has to be done for some time at a loss. 
We will undertake to do it at a loss 
until that route is established, and we 


ever private capital is ready to take 
the place.’ That sounds like a very 
reasonable proposition. ‘We will carry 
your goods one way when we have 
to come back empty the other way and 
lose money on the voyage, and when 
there are cargoes both ways and it is 
profitable to carry them, we shall not 
insist upon carrying them any longer.’ 


Our New Connections, 


“And it is absolutely necessary now 
to make good our new connections. Our 
new connections are with the great and 
rich republics to the south of us. For 
the first time in my recollection they 
are beginning to trust and believe in 
us and want us, and one of my chief 
concerns has been to see that nothing 
was done that did not show friendship 
and good faith on our part. You know 
that it used to be the case that if you 
wanted to travel comfortably in your 
own person from New York to a South 


American port you had to go by way of 
England or else stow yourself away in 
some uncomfortable fashion in a ship 
that took almost as long to go straight, 
and within whose bowels you git in 
such a temper before you got there 
that you did not care whether she got 
there or not. The great interesting 
geographical fact to me is by the open- 
ing of the Panama canal there is a 
straight line south from New York 
through the canal to the western coast 
of South America, which hitherto has 
been one of the remotest coasts in the 
world so far as we were concerned and 
that the west coast of South America 
is now nearer to us than the eastern 
coast of South America was ever to us, 


That has been going |; 
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so that we have the open Atlantic upon 
which to approach the east coast. 

“Here is the loom all ready upon 
which to spread the thread's which can 
ibe worked into a fabric of friendship 
and wealth such as we have never 
known before. The real wealth of for- 
‘eign relationships, my fellow citizens, 
whether they be the relationships of 
trade or any other kind of intercourse, 
the real wealth of these relationships 
‘is the wealth of mutual confidence and 
understanding. If we do not under- 
stand them and they do not under- 
/stand us, we cannot trade with them, 
much less be their friends, and it is 
‘only by weaving these intimate threads 
of conclusion that we shall be able to 
‘establish that. fundamental thing, that 
i psychological, ‘spiritual nexus which is. 
after all. the real warp and woof of 
trade itself. We have got to haye the 
| knowledge, we have got to have the 
| co-operation, and then back of all that 
‘has got to lie what America has in 
,abundance and only has to release, that 
is to say, the self-reliant enterprise. 
“There is only one thing I have ever 
| been ashamed about in America, and 
ithat wa's the timidity and fearfulness 
of Americans in the presence of foreign 
competitors. I have dwelt among 
Americans all my life and am an in- 
tense absorbent of the atmosphere of 
America, and I Know by personal ex- 
perience that there are as effective 
‘brains in America as anywhere in the 
world. An American afraid to pit 
‘American business men again'st any 
competitors anywhere! Enterprise, 
the shrewdness which Americans have 
shown, the Knowledge of business 
which they have shown, all these 
things are going to make for that 
peaceful and honorable conquest of 
foreign markets which is our reason- 
‘able ambition. 

Federal Trade Commission. 

“IT spoke a moment ago of the fed- 
eral trade commission. In eonference 
. with various business associations, 
members of that commission have made 
this astonishing discovery, that in 
some fields of manufacture, at kny rate. 
not 10 per cent of the producers of 
America Keen accurate cost accounts. 
They do not know how much each part 
of their operation costs them. They 
have not analyzed their business in such 
a2 way as to know where economy can 
be substituted for waste or where ef- 
ficiency can take the place of ineffi- 
. ciency, and one of the things that is 
‘going to happen, now that we are zgo- 
ing to be up against the expert cost 
j}accountants of the world, is that we 
,are going to become first-class econo- 
| mists, and that American labor, already 
distinguished for its efficiency, is go- 
ing to double and treble that efficiency.

great stimulating air of the world’s 
competitive brains has wrought its ef- 
fects upon us, we are going to be, I 
hope, what the world has never seen 
yet, a body of men who do not want to 
prevail by the backing of their govern- 
ment, but by the backing of their skill 
and knowledge. 

“A friend of mine was once 
to attend a peace meeting. He said 
he would come with pleasure if he 
might be permitted to explain that most 
of the men sitting on the platform 
were engaged in "fomenting war, and 
when he was asked to explain this 
pleasing meaning he said: ‘I have look- 
ed over the list of men who constituie 
your executive committee and almost 
every one of them is engaged in doing 
things to excite the hostility and dis- 
turb the national feeling of men in for- 
eign countries, particularly in the Ori- 
ent, which inevitably will lead to war 
sooner or later. The combinations of 
the modern world that are lasting are 
not the competitions of physical force. 
They are the competitions of intellect- 
ual force. The competition of business 
either lays the foundations of respect 
and mutual confidence or the founda- 
tions of suspicion and mutual hostil- 
ity.’ 

“America has stood in the years past 
for that sort of political understand- 
ing among men which would let every 
man feel that his rights were the same 
as these of another and as good as 
those of another, and the mission of 
America in the field of the war’s com- 
merce is to be the same, that when an 
American comes into that competition 
he comes without any arms that would 
enable him to conquer by force, but 
only with those peaceful influences of 
intelligenee, a desire to serve, a knowl- 
edge of what he is about, for which 
everything softens and yields and ren- 
ders itself subject. That is the mis- 
sion of America, and my interest, so 
far as my small part in American af- 
fairs is concerned, is to lend every bit 
of intelligence I have to this interest- 
ing, this vital, all-important matter of 
releasing the intelligence of America 
for the service of mankind.”
